The communique listed a total of 
12,147 officers and men as killed, 
wounded, and taken prisoner in 
the war.

sion to Hungary in a mass demon- 
stration. | 
Artillery was moved into position 
at the entrance of the bridge. 
Barbed-wire barricades were erect- 
ed, and troops with fixed bayonets 
barred the passage of travelers. 

Czechoslovak troops rushed to 
their quarters to get full field 
equipment as word circulated that 
negotiations had broken off. 

Difference in Proposals. 

In the conference Hungary de- 
manded cession of Hungarian pop- 
ulated districts in Slovakia on the 
basis of the Hungarian 1910 census. 
Slovaks countered with a proposal 
to, give up territory on the basis of 
the 1870 census, when there were 
but few, Hungarians living in dis- 
tricts which Hungary now wants. 

Slovak delegates said that the 
Czechoslovak offer which Hungary 
had rejected before issuance of the 
ultimatum. provided:

9. Willingness to cede the dis- 
tricts of Sommerein, . excluding 
Bratislava, Dunaszerdahely and Ko- 
marom in addition to Parkan, Ipoly 
Feledince and Beregszesz. 

The ultimatum was served at the 
conference on the minorities dis- 
pute by Von Kanya at 10:30 a. m., 
giving the Czechs seven and one 
half hours to decide, 

A Czech delegate said that the 
“final” offer to Hungary included 
seven districts with a population of 
400,000 Hungarians, 50,000 Slovaks, 
30,000 Ruthenians, 60,000 Jews and 
10,000 Germans. Plebiscites, he 
said, would be conducted in eight 
other districts.

Hitler is expected to receive 
Chvalkovsky at the Bavarian moun- 
tian retreat which was the scene of 
his conferences with Kurt 
Schuschnigg, last Chancellor of in- 
dependent Austria; with Prime 
Minister Chamberlain of Britain a 
month agfo, and a little later with 
the envoys of Poland and Hungary. 

Among the questions on which 
Chvalkovsky is expected to hear the 
Fuehrer’s desires are a possible 
German guarantee of Czechoslova- 
kia's diminished frontiers and the 
severance of its alliances with So- 
viet Russia and France. 

Discussions in Berlin. 

Chvalkovsky returned to the 
Czechoslovak legation after his talk 
with Yon Ribbentrop and also a 
brief meeting with Baron Ernest 
von Weiszaecker, 
State in the Foreign Office and 
chairman of the International Sude- 
tenland commission. 

Although no announcement was 
made concerning the talks it was 
understood that temporary arrange- 
ments for Czech-German relations 
until the transformation of Czecho- 
slovakia is completed were anche, 
consideration. 

Diplomats believed the two For- 
eign Ministers also considered the 
question of how far Czechoslovakia 
should bind itself to the Reich, now 
that Sudetenland has passed to 
Germany. 

Chvalkovsky lunched with Voj- 
tech Mastny, the Czechoslovak Min- | 
ister, after seeing the two German 
officials. 

Spokesmen of the Czechoslovak 
legation and the Foreign Office 
professed to know nothing of the 
reported visit to Berlin of.

VENOM OF SERPENTS USED 
FOR SOME EYE DISORDERS 


Brazilian Physician Tells of Treat- 
ments at Meeting of Oph- 
thalmologists. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13. — The 
venom of rattlesnakes, water moc- 
casins, cobras, and other reptiles 
has been successfully used in treat- 
ment of some eye disorders, Dr. 
M. E. Alvaro of Sao Paulo, Brazil, 
told the American Academy of 
Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology 
today. ö 

Such conditions as inflammation 
of the tiny arteries of the eye, 
blood clots in the eye veins, and 
spasms of the blood vessels have 
been treated with the venom, pre- 
viously rendered less active with 
heat or chemicals. 

An operation to prevent chronic 
weeping was discussed by Dr. Wm. 
H. Stokes of Omaha, Neb., and Dr. 
Frank E. Burch of St. Paul, Minn. 

When the tear sac at the inside 
corner of the eye becomes infected 
or closes tears are unable to drain 
through the sac into the nose! Then 
a person will weep constantly. In- 
stead of removing the infected tear 
gac, Dr. Stokes advocated an op- 
eration to transplant it slightly 
and open a new outlet through the 
bone of the nose.

His joy was tempered only by 
the fact that he had to be back in 
West Springfield today to attend 
the funeral of his father, a rabid 
paseball fan, who died Monday 
night. 

Leo fairly bubbled as he told of 
his plans for the Dodgers. General 
Manager Larry MacPhail broke in 
to remark. “If they print every- 
thing you've said, Leo, we'll get the 
biggest press in history on the ap- 
pointment of a manager.” 

Leo isn’t ready to announce 
changes in his line-up yet, but he 
said that “Larry and I expect to 
do a lot of trading.” 

One Year Contract. 

A cynic in the back row said in 
an aside: “You'll notice they're 
only giving him a one-year con 
tract. Wonder who they'll be ap- 
pointing this time next year.”

Dr. Smirle Lawson. 

Previously D. L. McCarthy, rep- 
resenting four executors of Mrs. 
Sidley’s $2,000,000 estate seeking the 
injunction expressed doubt wheth- 
er Sidley had grounds for sus- 
picion. He argued against the pro- 
cedure by which the Attorriey-Gen- 
eral had ordered an inquest July 
15, nine days after Mrs. Sidley's 
body had been sent to Racine, Wis. 
for burial. 

The motion to halt the inquest, 
McCarthy said, was made by people 
who were satisfied Mrs. Sidley came 
to her heath by ordinary causes. 
“If the Attorney-General really 
thinks there was some foul play, 
not one hint was given of it at the 
inquest,” McCarthy said. “Surely 
the relatives are entitled to some 
reason for the inquest. 

“As it is, the body was released 
for burial and a report submitted 


thé doctors all the way through. Dr. 
Smirle Lawson did not think an in- 
quest was necessary. What is it 
all about?” 

Cause of Mrs. Sidley’s death had 
been listed as disintegration of the 
cells of the spinal cord. 


CONTRACTORS PROTEST OVER 
SCHOQL REPAIR POLICY 


Building Committee Gets Request 
That It Ask for Bids Instead 
of Using Its Own Workmen. 
The Building Committee of the 
Board of Education has under con- 
sideration a complaint of plumb- 
ing, electrical and heating contrac- 
tors over the decline in volume of 
school repairs in their line done by 
contract in recent years. 

They asked that.a greater pro- 
portion of the repair work be done 
under contract after advertising 
for bids and pointed out that they 
were residents and taxpayers help- 
ing to support the schools. Sign- 
ing the complaint were E. J. Blake, 
general secretary of the Contract- 
ing Plumbers’ Association; Russell 
Vierheller, business manager of the 
Electrical Contractors’ Association, 
and George K. Hopkins, executive 
secretary of the Heating, Piping 
& Air Conditioning Contractors’ As- 
sociation. 

There has been a growing ten- 
dency by the board to make repairs 
with its own forces. School offi- 
cials said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that this method was con- 
sidered cheaper and quicker, elim- 
inating the delay for bids. The 
board’s budget for the current year 
included $245,000 for building re- 
pairs.

There are many worthy, 
reliable places where good services are 
rendered, but patients are merely sobered 
up and straightened out and graduated 
as cured in a few weeks, Comprehensive 
study and treatment cannot be admin- 
istered in such a short period of time. 

I have wondered why some of our good 
citizens, sincerely interested in helping 
mankind, have not devoted more effort 


and money to organization and endow- 


ment of worthwhile institutions. The 
benefit to humanity would be immense. 
I am not a prohibitionist, nor am I in 
the medical profession in any way. But 
many times I have visualized a plot of 
640 acres, in a convenient location, with 
sanitarium buildings, workshops, etc., the 
ground cultivated by the inmates; a quasi- 
public institution to which Judges might 
send cases from their courts, and phy- 
sicians their patients.

Political Backing. Joynt was supported for nom- 
ination and election by James A. Waechter of the 
Dickmann-Hannegan-Waechter machine. Waechter, 
after demonstrating his unfitness for public office, 
was fired from his post of chairman of the Board of 
Election Commissioners in September, 1936. 

Slot Machines. Joynt issued a restraining order 
which prevented the St. Louis Police Department 
from interfering with the operation of a slot machine. 
The Missouri Supreme Court reversed him, holding 
he had acted without jurisdiction and had issued the 
order without notice and without hearing evidence. 
Intercession for a Gangster. He wrote a letter to 
the Iowa Board of Parole supporting clemency for 
John (Buddy) Lugar, notorious Cuckoo gangster, 
subsequently released after serving less than four 
years of a 15-year sentence growing out of an at“ 
tempted bank robbery in Des Moines. Before his 
election to the bench, Joynt was lawyer for Lugar 
at his trial. The trial Judge protested vehemently 
at the parole. He said he was not consulted and 
opposed the release. 

Disbarment. He suspended from law practice for 
one year Joseph Block; who was found to have 
appropriated for himself funds due two clients. The 
two bar disciplinary committees which filed the 
charges against the lawyer and made the case against 
his conduct assailed Judge Joynt’s measure of pun- 
ishment as “grossly inadequate.” 

Tazes. He paid no tax on his personal or real 
property from 1923 until 1937, when he squared his 
account with the City Collector by paying $382.67— 
$313.80 in back taxes, $49.27 in court costs and $19.50 
for the Collector's lawyer. Judgment had been en- 
tered against him in three suits and in a fourth no 
action had been taken because the office of Thomas 
R. Madden, then Sheriff, reported that after “diligent 
search” it had been unable to find Joynt. A year 
later he was elected to the bench. 

Vote Fraud Case. He told a grand jury that it 
had a right to open the ballot boxes in the river- 
front bond issue election to determine whether there 
had been fraud, and then turned around to sustain 
a motion filed by three political lawyers in the names 
of five dummy defendants which denied the grand 
jury the ballot boxes. Although his action on the 
motion was later sustained in a State Supreme Court 
decision, no stranger spectacle than the five-dummy 
case was ever on display in St. Louis. 

Discharge of Precinct Officials. One of the first 
acts of the new Board of Election Commissioners in 
1936 was to discharge precinct officials who did not 
measure up to its standards of efficiency. Judge 
Joynt upheld the contest of a Twenty-third Ward 
Democratic judge, dismissed for poorly kept regis- 
tration records, and ordered the Election Commis- 
sioners to reinstate him. ä 

Disputes as to Law. At least two provisional rules 
of prohibition have been issued against Judge Joynt 
by the Missouri Supreme Court. One arose from 
the slot machine case. Another prevented him from 
taking further action in a case in which he had 
appointed a receiver, on the ground that he had 
exceeded his jurisdiction in important particulars. 
One of Judge Joynt’s colleagues denied an injunc- 
tion petition which was part of a receivership suit 
in which Judge Joynt had granted the receivership. 

Pendergastism. Judge Joynt aspired to election 
to the State Supreme Court this year. He said he 
could have had Pendergast support for the six-year 
unexpired term. This would have made him the 
Pendergast candidate to beat Judge James M. Doug- 
las for renomination. He wanted the nomination 
for the 10-year term, however, and decided not to 
run when he learned that he could not obtain the 
Kansas City boss’ support in that race.

AN ADVANCE IN AVIATION SAFETY. N 
Two steps of great potential significance in flying 
safety are reported in the news. One is the result 
of inventive genius, the other of voluntary agreement. 
The first-named is that long-sought goal of avia- 
tion, the “absolute” altimeter; that is, a height in- 
dicator which registers the actual distance above the 
earth or the sea, rather than that above sea level, 
as is done by devices now in use. The new instru- 
ment, which uses radio waves to gauge the distance, 
was successfully demonstrated over New York City 
a few days ago. The instrument may be equipped 
with a red light or warning bell, which will give 
notice should the plane come below the minimum dis- 
tance above mountains or other obstacles. , 
Helpful though this device will doubtless be, the 
fallible human element will still be involved.

Atkins was employed by a group of St. Louisans, 
many of them men of large means, in order to estab- 
lish a private check on governmental waste and in- 
efficiency, and to prevent extravagant use of tax 
money. How well Atkins performed this function 
has often been exemplified; the facts are on record

When the field of his activity was broadentd to 
include county and State, Atkins played an increas- 
ingly valuable role, though hampered by the restric- 
tions placed upon him as a researcher and finder of 
facts. That is, he was estopped in many cases from 
drawing the conclusions from his facts.» In the work 
of revolutiohizing St. Louis County government, At- 
kins played an important part. And in a memorable 
exchange with Gov. Park about State finances, At- 
kins proved that he knew more about them than 
did the Governor. 

One of the troubles with democracy is the refusal 
of citizens to take an active part in the study of 
public questions and to bring pressure upon offi- 
cials for better government. Atkins, in his pro- 
fessional capacity, was the eyes and ears, not only 
of his financial backers, but of the community at 
large. It is going to be difficult to replace him, 
and the thought occurs that, if a suitable successor is 
found, it might be advisable to finance his activities 
by city-wide contributions from citizens interested in 
good government, rather than from a small group of 
big taxpayers, to give the broadest possible scope to 
his activities. If citizens shirk their duties as such, 
they should welcome the chance to do them vicari- 
ously in the person of a professional watchdog.

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CARDINAL INNITZER AND THE NAZIS. 

A Nazi mob invaded the palace of Cardinal Innitzer 
in Vienna a few nights ago, wounded him, smashed 
the windows of the building, and destroyed or car- 
ried off a large part of the Valuable contents. It 
was a dastardly attack not only upon a high church- 
man, but upon the Catholic church itself and in ef- 
fect upon all organized religion. The immediate mo- 
tive of the attack was a sermon by the Cardinal, in 
which he said the church had been robbed of many 
things in past months, but it had also gained a bet- 
ter appreciation of the value of community spirit. 
For that mild sentiment, he is mobbed. 

In contrast with the tactics of fellow-churchmen 
in Germany, Cardinal Innitzer openly welcomed the 
Nazis when they entered Vienna last March. He 
visited the Fuehrer, and ended a letter to Nazi of- 
ficials with a “Heil Hitler” flourish, He headed a 
church manifesto which urged the people to vote for 
annexation in the plebiscite, with the assertion that 
Nazi-ism was a great constructive movement and 
that the church’s interest would be respected, 

If there was ever an occasion for co-operation be- 
tween the two institutions, it was made to order in 
Austria. But in little more than six months, the 
Cardinal is moved to assail his people’s alleged bene- 
factors and a Nazi mob attacks his residence. Our 
own admirers of dictatorship may well reflect:

Case for free speech as presented three years ago by Leftist writer, who again is barred 
from this country; his lectures criticise workings of capitalism, he admits, but that 
is not yet a crime in United States; asks whether we intend to combat Marxism 
by trying to disprove it in open debate, or by forcibly suppressing it, as Fascists do. 


From an Article in the April, 1935, Issue of Scribner s Magazine, by John Strachey. 


HE question of whether I should be de- 


ported is in itself of little importance to 


anyone except myself. I think, however, 
that certain issues of principle lie behind the 
question which are worth discussion. 

Am I making “assault upon our institu- 
tions and the foundations upon which our 
Government rests,” as Mr. Hearst charges? 
Let me first make it clear that I never 
deliver political speeches while in the United 
States. I have sometimes taken part 
in English politics. I have, that is to 


say, sometimes urged my fellow-countrymen 


to take one political course of action rather 


than another, But it would be quite unbe-. 


coming for a foreign lecturer to enter Amer- 
ican politics in any such way, and I should 
never dream of doing so. , 

What American audiences employ me to 
do is to give them, to the best of my abil- 
ity, a scientific and accurate account of cer- 
tain modern political theories and move- 
ments. They want an account of Fascism, 
an account of Communism, an analysis of 
the causes of modern war, and of the pres- 
ent difficulties of the capitalist system, and 
this is what I endeavor to give them. 

Naturally, I do not attempt to conceal my 
own opinions on these matters, or pretend to 
an impossible impartiality. Nobody is im- 
partial upon these vital issues of modern 
life; they are merely hypocritical if they 
pretend to be. But I certainly do attempt 
to give, for example, an account of what the 
Fascists claim for their movement as well 
as a criticism of this claim, 


I am informed that there is nothing in 


the present American law which makes it 
illegal to-deliver such lectures, The ground 
for deportation is a statement inciting the 
audience to rise up and overthrow by force 
the present American Government; and how- 
ever many reporters Mr, Hearst sends to my 
lectures, he will not find me making any 
such statements. Hence it appears that if 


Mr. Hearst wishes me deported, he must 


alter the law. He must make it a crime 
to criticise the present workings of the cap- 
italist system; for this system is t “foun- 


dation, I take it, to which he refers, and on 


which he says his Government “rests.” 

And certainly it is true that my account 
of the capitalist system is critical. Now, at 
present it is not a crime in either 
of 
the existing system. But it is a crime to do 

so, for example, in Germany and Italy; and 
Mr. Hearst, and similar persons in Great 


Britain, evidently wish to make such criti- 


cism_a crime in these countries also. 

„ This, then, is the important issue which 
is raised in principle by the very un 
tant question of whether or not I 
be deported. And it is this ns a

Proba- 
bly the most gifted capitalist critic of Marx’s 
discovery was Prof. Bohm-Bawerk. He was 
not only one of the greatest capitalist econ- 
omists who ever lived but was an eminent 
statesman also, 
Bohm-Bawerk wrote a closely reasoned 
book (“Karl Marx and the Close of His Sys- 
tem”), specifically attempting to disprove 
Marx's “law of motion of modern society,” 
and he called for more such works, Mapx- 


‘ism could be disproved, he said, “by the 


secure linking of causes and effect,” and by 
a close comparison of Marx’s theories with 
the facts.of the world. But Bohm-Bawerk’s 
appeal has gone unheeded. There exist no 
attempts to refute Marxism of an equal se- 
riousness and importance to his own, which 
was written as far back as 1896. 


But this does not mean that attempts to 
combat Marxism are not being made. On 
the contrary, they are being made increas- 
ingly, but by another method. In Bohm- 
Bawerk’s own county, Austria, in its greater 
neighbor, Germany, and throughout Central 
Europe, the intellectual struggle against 
Marxism has been abandoned, But the strug- 
gle against Marxism is being intensified; it 
is being carried on by more direct methods;

100 Japanese Planes in Raids. 

More than 100 Japanese war- 
planes bombed large areas of Kwan- 
tung Province, of which Canton is 
the capital. Wichow suffered heavy 
raids. 

The first Japanese air raids de- 
stroyed three Canton-Kowloon Rail- 
way bridges. 

Hongkong continued outwardly 
calm, although Gov. Sir Geoffrey 
Northcote in a budget address 
called the proximity of . hostilities 
a “matter of grave concern” be- 
cause much of Hongkong’s food 
supply comes from Kwangtung Pro- 
vince. — 

Hongkong police reserves, num- 
bering about 300, were called for 
active duty, presumably to aid in 
policing the frontiers. Under 
emergency regulations now in 
force, the Hongkong Government 
has complete authority to deal with 
food supplies, newspapers, transpor- 
tation and the admission and ejec- 
tion of aliens. 

The South China Morning Post 
said the current invasion was an 
indication Japan “has finally aban- 
doned hope of diplomatic or other 
assistance from Great Britain and 
no longer cares whether she pro- 
vokes Britain by trespassing in the 
Hongkong area; but this also be- 
trays Japan’s desperation. Hankow 
stubbornly holds out and the strain 
on Japan increases progressively.” 

The Post commented that more 
than 50,000 men would’ be needed 
by the Japanese to capture Canton 
and pointed out that the invaders 
would have to cut through at least 
25 divisions of Kuantung troops in 
the East River area, hear Waichow. 


123 Japanese Planes Pass Over 
Canton on Bombing Raids. 
By the Associated Press. 

CANTON, Oct. 13.—A total of 123 
Japanese warplanes were counted 
passing over this South China me- 
tropolis today en route to bombing 
forays in all parts of Kwangtung 
Province. They concentrated on 
railroads. 

The United States gunboat Min- 
danao returned to Canton today 
after a trip to Hongkong for pro- 
visions. 

A strict censorship was placed on 
all news concerning the landing of 
Japanese troops at Bias Bay and 
on fighting in that region. 

The destruction of g bridge of 
the Canton-Kowloon railway crip- 
pled that line to Hongkong and 
meant that Canton, while facing 
the threat of direct air attacks, 
might be cut off from the south ex- 
cept via Macao, Portuguese colony 
on a peninsula 70 miles south of 
Canton. 

Reports from Swatow, a port 220 
miles east of Canton, said the popu- 
lace there was awakened early 
Wednesday by the sound of heavy 
gunfire near Chowyang, four miles 
to the south. The bombardment 
caused 38 casualties. The number 
of Japanese ships near Swatow was 
said to be increased to 28. 

Virtually the entire population of 
the Island of Shameen, Canton’s 
foreign settlement, turned out this 
morning to bid farewell to 100 for- 
eign women and children who were 
evacuating temporarily. 

Work was rushed on Shameen’s 
Independent electricity supply sys- 
tem. Enough food supplies were 
available for the settlement to last 
several months, it was stated. 


Japanese Begin Attack on Fort 60 
Miles From Hankow. 
By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI, Oct. 13.—Japanese 
land and naval forces launched an 
attack today on Shihchaishan Fort, 
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junction, and present the possibility 
of an offensive toward Chengchow 
tto coincide with a long-delayed 
drive across the Yellow River 
southward. 

A Japanese push toward Cheng- 
chow was stopped just short of its 
goal by early summer Yellow River 
floods, necessitating detours in the 
Hankow campaign. 

With fighting continuing near Li- 
uling, the Japanese charted a drive 
down the Peiping-Hankow railway 
toward Lichal, six miles to the 
south, 7 

Foreigners reported the re-estab- 
lishment of communications be- 
tween Kuling and Nanchang, 170 
miles southeast of Hankow, so. that 
many Chinese and foreigners, in- 
cluding Americans, who had been 
marooned at the Kuling Mountain 
resort since early summer, could 
at last escape. 


Chinese claims of successes in the 
Teian sector, on the Kiukiang-Nan- 
chang Railroad, where bitter fight- 
ing still raged despite Japanese as- 
sertions that the invaders had cap- 
tured Yungshui, 16 miles south of 
Teian, and had encircled the de- 
fenders of Teian. 

A Japanese army spokesman said 
the South China invasion was de- 
signed to shorten the war and hast- 
en the downfall of Hankow. He add- 
ed the Hankow offensive “now will 
be increased in intensity.” 

Vast Japanese naval and mili- 
tary movements toward Hankow 
were reported by a foreign observer 
who was the first to penetrate, the 
Yangtze war zone since the up river 
drive started late last year. 

He said the landscape was dotted 
with fires and that the Yangtze 
above Kiukiang was crowded with 
Japanese warships and transports 
while the shores were filled with 
troops and supplies. 

The Shanghai Evening Post, En- 
glish language newspaper, reported 
that about 100 persons were shot, 
bayoneted or burned to death when 
a Japanese detachment wiped out 
a village near Shanghai in anti- 
guerrilla operations. The village is 
three miles inland from the Dollar 
Line wharf. )

Ye Olde Cheshire Cheese tutes 
is older than 1775. The present 
building was erected in 1667, but 
there was an earlier tavern on the 
same site which was ancient when 
Shakespeare, Ben Jonson and other 
Elizabethan wits sat in it. About 
half way up Fleet Street, on the 
right if you are coming from the 


direction of Ludgate Circus, is the

Hot group lunches are unmistak- 
tin “dinner” 
pail in American education. For 
it is ‘education” when warm, ap- 
petizing, well-balanced lunches keep 
youthful minds and bodies in trim: 
to. make the most of their school- 


result in better classroom work. It's 
obvious to teachers, and ‘statistics 
prove they are right. And it's ed- 
‘ucation, too, when children learn, 
through the lunchroom éxample, 
how to make good selections and 
form desirable food habits. Again, 
education, when the luncheon 
hour brings the children practical 
lessons in social contacts and table 
etiquette, with a little constructive 


in. 
No one knows how many of the 
nation’s 236,000 elementary schools 
serve group hot lunches, The num- 
ber increases ‘so rapidly that even 
the Federal Office of Education 
can’t keep track’ The country’s 
thousands of lunchrooms are. fea- 
tured in the activities of parent- 
teacher associations, home dem- 
onstration clubs, county exten- 
sion .. offices, 4H Club under 
takings, and in the reports 


of State nutrition specialists and 


the records of Federal and State 
Works Progress Administration of- 
fices. 


From such sources come many 
practi pointers on lunchroom 
work. Among others, there is a 


story of one county in Kentucky 
where 20 rural schools competed for 
lunchroom prize, Eighteen of the 
20 schools boasted that more than 
half of their pupils drink milk reg 
ularly. Hleven of the schools made 
a perfect luncheon record, 80 4 
strietly “outside” judge decided, In 
rating these, .consideration was 


sanitary rules, such as medical ex- 


tory methods of washing dishes, 
and screens for all the lunchroom 
windows. Of course, pdints were 
awarded for well-balanced menus. 
Apparently the contest rules over- 
looked nothing, for there was even 
a place on the score card for table 
centerpieces, lunchroom window 
hangings, and personal health 
habits,” such as washing of hands 
before the midday meal and taking 
plenty of time to eat. 
4-H Clubs Help. 

The vegetables grown in many 
school gardens often turn up later 
in hot soups served at the lunch- 
eon counter. Growing and harvest- 
ing the vegetables is usually the 
task of the boys’ agricultural club. 
Then the 4-H girls take charge. 
They cut, mix and process the vege- 
tables under expert guidance. 

Sometimes home demonstration 
club members can mixed vegetables 
to be used for school lunch soups. 
One North Carolina county owns 
@ pressure canner capable of proc- 
éssing 90 quarts at a time. This 
canner makes thé rounds of the 


season, with a two-day stop in each 
community. 

As communities become aroused 
to the urgent need of better food 
for school children, hundreds of 
different groups and individuals 
volunteer their help. Mothers, teach- 
ers, and club committees assume 
responsibility. Stores, markets and 
well-to-do individuals donate sup- 
plies. The Works Progress Admin- 
istration has been paying wages to 
competent lunchroom helpers and 
Government surplus food supplies 


have helped in building better bal- 
anced menus. In many small com- 


munities the older students prepare 


and serve lunches, under supervi-' 


sion, and, National Youth Adminis- 


tration students wash dishes and 


clean up. 


The school hot lunch ts one divi- | 


dend-paying investment that ex- 
perienced a boom during the depres- 
sion. Educators had long advocat- 
ed the movement, and years of fi- 
nancial distress and drouth made 
action imperative. Now the advan- 
tages of supervised, non-profit feed- 
ing of school children is almost uni- 
versally recognized. Boards of 
education are gradually assuming 
responsibility for this important 


In many rural schools,.and others 
where there is very little equipment 
and little money to ‘spend, lunch- 
room managers faced a difficult 
task. Under such conditions, serv- 
ing a variéd menu which meets the 
food needs of the children is 
enough to challenge the efforts 
of the most ingenious. But the 
rules are a: 

Dish. 


First, 3 the lunch around one 


hearty hot dish. Once a week, the 
hot dish should contain eggs in 
some form, and on other days there 
should be meat, or occasionally a 
cheese dish, dried beans or peas 
attractively served, or a soup with 
real food value such as a rich cream 
soup or a fish or vegetable chowder. 
This, with a sandwich—which 
be brought from home~—milk, and 
fruit, make a satisfying meal. 
There should be milk to drink 


If fresh milk ig too expensive, 


milk. To obtain the full food value 
of a quart of whale milk, use an 
extra one and one-half ounces of 
butter. Pasteurized milk is to be 
preferred to raw milk; and homoge- 
nized milk is also recommended be- 
cause the fat is distributed through 
each bottle, and does not separate 
as @ cream layer. 


Tomatoes should be served twice 


in the main dish or as juice, And 
fresh fruits and vegetables should 
be on the menu daily if possible. 
Carrot sticks, and turnip sticks are 
attractive and appetizing. They're 
easy. to prepare and furnish more 
Vitamin C than cooked vegetables. 

If you're looking for hot dishes 
that can be prepared on top of the 
stove there are dozens. 

Top-of-Stove Dishes. 

Soups, and chowders are stand- 
bys for the no-oven lunchroom. 
Some of the best of them are 
cracked wheat chowder, peanut but-

SPEECH TO M. C. I. U. 


Mrs. Burger Says U. S. Is on 
Way to Being Most 
Drunken Nation. 
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By the Associated Press. 
ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 13.—The 


“constantly growing menace of 
drinking women presents the great- 
est challenge to the re-iegalized 
liquor traffic and to our Christian 
civilization,” President Nelle G, 
Burger of Springfield told the Mis- 
souri Women's Christian Temper- 
ance Union yesterday. 


“The drinking of womeh and 
girls at the bar in the cities of the 
nation, startling at first, is rapidly 
becoming commonplace,” Mrs. Bur- 
ger said. “The patrons of the fash- 
ionable ‘cocktail hour’ in hotels and 
private homes are emphasizing the 
consumption of the strongest 
liquors by women, both middle-aged 
and young. 

“America is fast on the way to 
being the most drunken nation in 
the world. The work of the W. C. 
T. U. is to call attention to this 
terrible condition which confronts 
us; to segure the enlistment of all 
women who believe in the sacred- 
ness of the home, the safety of the 
child and the divorcement of our 
Government from this demoralizing 
traffic.” 

At first, she said, the organized 
temperance movement was largely 
one of women “to save fathers, hus- 
bands and sons from the thrall of 
an alcoholic appetite.” 


Tremendous Change. 

“But,” she added, “a tremendous 
change has taken place. The ‘New 
Deal’ in alcohol has wrought a 
transformation. The greatest 
change has not been the newly cre- 
ated or reawakened appetite in men, 
but the creation of appetite in wom- 
en and girls. So great is this 
change that many of our liberal- 
minded men, who chafed under pro- 
hibition and enlisted for its repeal, 
are now seriously asking themselves 
and their friends whether condi- 
tions under the despised prohibition 
might have been preferable to pres- 
ent-day conditions.” 

Mrs. Burger suid America had 
1,350,000 barmaids, reported to be 
more than the number of girls in 
universities and colleges. 

Summing up her case against the 
liquor traffic, she asked these 
questions: 

“Do you know that 7,000,000 of 
our young men and women in the 
United States are now on the way 
to becoming confirmed drunkards?” 

“Do you know that there are now 
437,380 retail spirituous liquor’ deal- 
ers in the United States—two and 
one-half times as many as in 1917, 
when the eighteenth amendment 
was ratified? 

“Do you know that for every 293 
persons of our entire population 
one liquor license is granted? 

Arrests for Drunken Driving. 

“Do you know that the number 
of persons charged with intoxica- 
tion was more than double that of 
1932; that the arrests for drunken 
driving were 48.7 per cent greater 
in 1936 than in 1932; that there 
were 5390 commitments for viola- 
tion of the Federal liquor statutes 
in 1937, an all-time high? 

“Do you know that the 445,285, 
663 gallons of whisky in stock in 
June, 1937, was 167,000,000 more 
than in the year ending in June, 
1914, which was the peak year in 
all our history for whisky stocks? 

“Do you know that the repealists 
promised to save us from all these 
increases? Let us repeal repeal.” 

Mrs. Burger warned against the 
“growing menace of marijuana,” a 
drug whose use in this country has 
“spread like wildfire.” She said 
all states and the Federal Govern- 
ment had laws relating to mari- 
juana. 

However,“ she declared, no law 
on earth will be enough to control 
the use of a plant which thrives as 
readily as a common garden weed, 
unless that law is backed up by a 
campaign of public enlightenment. 
The only sure defense is to educate 
old and young on the dangers of 
marijuana.”

“They were 
cheap, and we each bought one, 
put a pack on behind and headed 
south.. For eight days it rained 
and the leather seats seemed to get 
harder and harder; we were a little 
discouraged, but then we began to 
get used to it and settled down to 
a steady pace that was good for 50 
or 60 miles a day.” 

They wound over through Switz- 
erland, back into France and to- 
ward Spain, with an idea of seeing 
some war at first hand. Stopped 
at Cerbere, on the border, they were 
told that once in Spain they would 
be forced to fight and not be al- 
lowed to leave. 

“All that day,” Trauernicht said,

The commonest test for the blood, 
however, is for the formed elements 
—the red and white blood cells—to 
determine their number and appear- 
ance. The number of cells of either 
kind is remarkably constant in 
health among different people. We
